Provided that the quality the 
pasteurized milk high enough 
there should difference be- 
tween and the price raw milk 
unless cost distribution greater 
the case raw milk. Where the 
pasteurized milk will average below 
10,000 bacteria per delivery 
the pasteurizing plant and the 
same less when delivered the 
consumer, and addition will aver- 
age close 4.8 per cent butter fat 
and 13.5 per cent total solids and 
from disease free pure bred Guern- 
sey herd, worth high premium 
equal the best raw milk. Milk 
that needs pasteurized should 
not sold under the trademark. 
Such milk not fit for market milk 
any time.—-A. Ingham. 

There should difference 
the price per quart for raw and pas- 
teurized ‘‘Golden Guernsey” milk 
the same territory the same 
milk.

Should there pure 
bred requirement for all herds 
producing milk for sale under 
the trademark? 

The only excuse that The Amer- 


ican Guernsey Cattle Club has for 
developing demand for 
any other kind 
Guernsey milk fulfillment its 
mission protect the purity the 
Guernsey breed cattle America. 
cannot vouch for the product 
any other animals than those that 
have pedigrees recorded its official 
herd books. 

may seem stiff require that 
all herds using the trademark must 
pure bred. Four herds were 
started Richmond, Virginia, eleven 
years ago and some twenty herds 
were started Washington, C., 
about the same time. Production 
could not keep with the demand 
for the first few years, then the 
quality got bad that the produc- 
ers wanted allowed get 
with four per cent milk. This was 
allowed Washington and Guern- 
sey milk which had grown sales 
about 4,000 quarts day dwin- 
dled nothing and finally had 
discontinued altogether. There 
was not first class Guernsey herd 
left the game made dif- 
ference! 

very few selfish people around 
Richmond put hard fight and 
got pure bred requirement passed 
the local Board Health with 
4.5 per cent butter fat standard. 
Today there are twenty-four herds 
producing Guernsey milk and 
dozen herds coming and rapidly 
towards 100 per cent registered cat- 
tle. The effect this has been felt 
other localities and the ground 
ready for other breeders estab- 
lish Guernsey milk markets. 
Virginia and nobody expects pro- 
duce from grade herds and 
uses the term advertising gets 
reminder from the Common- 
wealth’s Attorney cease and de- 
sist. never stopped anybody 
who already had permit sell 
Guernsey milk his herd was not 
all registered. simply required 
that more unregistered animals 
could added the herd 
wished continue his milk busi- 
ness. The Club could adopt this 

practice and hurt nobody. You 
cannot make Guernsey milk from 
spotted cows and the public knows 
it. Make honest effort sell 
the milk and the cows will sell 
Ingham.

bred Guernsey herds can 
keted ‘‘Golden Guernsey” milk.

Epoch Marking Sale 


WALFORD-LLOYD 


well-known the American 

Great Britain, wherever pedigreed 
Guernsey cattle are bred. Readers 
will interested few details 
one the most historic sales that 
has ever taken the 
Goodnestone Herd, the property 
the late Lord Fitzwalter, Good- 
nestone Park, Canterbury, Kent, 
England. The sale was dispersed 
Messrs. John Thornton and 
Company London December 
25. 

previous notes, mention has 
been made the loss sustained 
the Guernsey breed the passing 
Lord Fitzwalter, and quote 
great authority the breed: 
would quite impossible esti- 
mate the value the late Lord 
Fitzwalter’s services the Guern- 
sey breed Great Britain. During 
the thirty-five years that was ac- 
tively associated with it, the welfare 
the breed and the extension its 
influence among the dairy cattle 
England formed one 
dominating interests his life. 
Probably more than any other man 
his time revealed the Guernsey 
cow something more than at- 
tractive adjunct country home, 
and brought its enviable posi- 
tion today one the most neces- 
sary and profitable our British 
breeds dairy 

The Goodnestone 
founded 1898 and most the 
families that have since made the 
herd famous were included the 
original stock. Roseys, Win- 
tergreens, Butterworts, etc., were 
among them and even that early 
date these were not imported stock 
having been bred England for 
before 
started his herd. 

this brief account one cannot 
find space mention the many fa- 
mous animals bred the Goodnes- 
tone herd, but reference must 
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GOOD the Herd Sires Goodnestone 


made two outstanding bulls that 
were used, namely, Sequel’s Delight 
2nd and Sequel’s Slogan 2nd. Both 
these bulls were pure bred Se- 
quels and bred from the same cow, 
and they created record service 
which would difficult find 
parallel. The former died 1931 
his eighteenth year, after being 
used for sixteen seasons, while the 
latter still alive and looking very 
fit and young despite the fact that 
over thirteen years age and 
has been service the herd 
since was yearling.

sale value Guernsey cattle. course, there are 
many animals that sold for higher price private sale 
and these private sales could included with the 
auction sales the average would much higher. 
has always been contended that auction sale gives 
the true value pure bred cattle. were con- 
sider only one sale, this might not true, but when 
study made thirty-three sales, ten which are 
dispersals, there question but what the figures 
form basis for pricing animals during 1933. using 
this basis, however, necessary take into

consideration the fact that these dispersal sales, 


there are many inferior animals. Defective animals 
and many calves three and four weeks age are 
also sold. These are all considered and undoubtedly 
they result lower figure for the average price 
Guernseys. 

There were thirteen sales with 511 animals that 
averaged under $100. other words, better than one- 
third the sales offering for sale one-third the ani- 


mals brought under $100. Four the thirteen sales 
were dispersals and two the thirteen were bull sales. 
The lowest bull sale offered eight head that sold for 
average $28.69. When considered that this 
sale was promotional sale there was excuse for this 
low price. 

Notwithstanding the fact that these thirteen sales 
brought average under $100 each, twenty-seven 
per cent all the animals sold the thirty-three sales 
brought $200 better. This only two per cent under 
that 1931, twenty-nine per cent those sales 
brought $200 more. 1931 there were twenty-six 
animals that sold for $1,000 over, while 1933 
there were but four animals that made the $1,000 mark. 

the better animals the sales, might consider 
group the thirteen Guernsey auction sales held 
during the first three weeks May, 1932, where 699 
head sold for much higher average than the yearly 
figure. that instance, twenty-two per cent sold for 
over $300, and forty-four per cent for over $200. These 
were nearly all consignment sales and carried much 
higher grade animals than the dispersals. 

The story under the hammer brings out most 
conclusively that irrespective the average price ob- 
tained pays official testing. The value 
Advanced Register record was worth $49.75. This 
was increased $98.60 where the dam the cow 
making the record was also Advanced Register cow. 
That is, the value animal that did not have 
record and whose dam was without record, com- 
pared with animal that had record and whose dam 
had record, was increased $98.60. 

Very few Advanced Register bulls have been sold 
during the past years rather hard compare 
these averages.
